such immense proportions, bat he shared the 
fate of many pio.eers in seeing. the trade

‘that Le distinguished himself in company with 
the late Mr. A. R. Margary (whose momorial 
column now stands in the Pablic Gardens at 
Shanghei) by saving ten orew of the French 
barqn o Adele, whioh had been driven on tho rooks 
at Keung and broken in half in the typhoon of 
31972,. Mr. D dd swam off with arope, by thefitfal 
~ light of a camphor fire on shore, ond gained the 
after part of the ship, bat. found the crew were’ 
all huddled togetber in the forepart; in crossing 
the brekon part of the ehip, he was badly burt 
in the hack by some Loose timbers, but managod 
to reach the crew, and was thon joined by Mr. 
Margery; these two brave mon passed tho 
trembling Frenchmen one by one to. the shore 
and eventually followed them inaafety ; for thia 
uct of heroism each recsived the Albert medal 
- of tho First Claas, as well as the Humane 
Booiety’s gold medal. 

Mr. Dodd was a eportaman in every senso of 
the word, he was facfe piinceps in riding, 
rowing, shooting, eto., aa well as boing s most 
enthusiastic volanteor; as the latter.he was the 
first adjutant of tho Hongkong Corps; be was 
extremely popularand ready to join in anything, 
aud being very hospitable, generous and straight- 
forward, be bad congequently hosta of friends 
and simirers; bad he entered the -rmy, for 
which ho was better fitted by nature than for 
quist meroantile carver, be would bove made a 


splendid soldier, being absolutely fearless even, 


to rashness on many occasions. 

This brief tribute to his momory is now writ- 
ten by one who was hig closest and greatest 
friend for nearly forty-four yeare, and who can 

_teatify to his worth and charming personality.

“Dressed in the greatest pomp, 
with his pigtail gying out like a whiplash, ha 
mado o tour of his dominions in tho magic car,” 
Woe hopo-the photographer's tens has. seized 
the graphic immortality of this scone, and thut 
 Mustrated history will: preserve the image of 
the Governor in his glory speeding round the 
walls with his pigtail stresming in the wind like 
a Sibylline indox to the past that Asia is leaving 
behind, . There, indead, ia the significance ox 
well ag the humour of the matter. Even -in 
Chine, whether the authorities of Peking mean 
to cnoourage progress or not, the forces of 
progress are on the march, and they aro pone- 
trating with a heat of invisible influences into 
every part of the Colestial-Empire, Those who 
shrank with superstitious ‘horror from «the 
thought of railways built by the foreign devils 
are now anxious to construct and work the 
lines themselves. In the Middle Kingdom, the 
railway must come into general ase; it will 
extend, more or less rapidly, overywhere, and, 
as in India, it will work more revolutions thao 
are intonded by anyone. But the locomotive 
is leas porplexing to the Asiatio mind than the 
motor. The railway engioe ia an iron machine 
that droga a train of carriages in a compara- 
] tively intelligible mauner. . But the motor is 
mystery. It is not confined by steel lines to a 
fixed course, It is poked to.no burthen. It 
seoma to havea volition of ita own, its s:acorto 


. rhythm is like the nightmare of the spirits of | 


the night, aud the buge headlight of the 
mochine, aud the ogre-eyed vision of masked 
faces behind the driving-whool, must suggest 
to the Colestiol infants, and ovon to mandaring, 
the animated apparition of the dream-dragons 
from a porcelain jar. The ease with which our 
| sutomobilists have traversed the withered ez-

CO-BDUCATION, 
AN INTERESTING EXPWRIMENT. 

Somoone once ssid that the co-education 
systom tarned ont very ladylike boys and very 
gentlomanly girl, Aa opportunity was afforded 
on Juno 21 to a very large number of oritioal 
folk from London'and elsewhere to see for 
themselys: Low far this very unkind . ont 
was deserved, ‘The ovonsion was the official 
opening by the Bishop of St. Albaus of St. 
dieorge’a Sobool, which lies’ just. ontside the 
littls Hertfordshire town of Harpenden. 

Tho invitatio cama form the dirgetora of the 
Mo Educational, Pablic Sehools’ rust, and 
the headmaster of St. G-orge’s School, 
the Rov. Cooil Grant. Mr. Grant is 
a young man of thirty-six, wodded to the 
system of co-education, For gino years 
be has successfally run o school upon ¢o- 
educational lines at Keswick. He has now gone 
to Darpunden, fathered by the direotors of this 
trast, to ‘make a grant success, he hopes, of Bt. 
Georges, It ia a naw school, opened some 
months ago ia very convenient school buildings, 
which havo knowa two ventures already—the 
initial o private one, and the second when many 
boys from Wostward Ho! Collego wero trana- 
forred to it, St, G.orge’s, it is hoped, has coms 
to tay, and its official opsning was delayed no 
doubt, that its ma-tarwand pupilg might have 
found an opportanity of settling down in their 
now surroundings, ye ae 

‘Thoreis no suggestion of crank experiment in 
8t. Goorge's, The school-house ig beauti- 
fally furnished, There is no ides of olimi- 
nating. the fuer feminine snsoeptibi. 
Hties of the girls or of mollicoddling 
the boys, The play-room of the grila is as 
beantiful and dainty as that of the boys is 
workmanlike and useful. For the reat they 
live a common existence. Thoy sit in the samo 
class-rooma pnd compete in the same forma. 
They join in gamex, but it is recognicod the 
girls’ cricket is not boys’ cricket, and tho qnality 
of play is not allowed to enffer in consequence, 
Nor be it said aro the girla asked to play Rugb+ 
football, There iss fine swimming bath, and’ 
there aro all the other properties of a good publio 
sohou!, ‘The ages vary irom eight to nineteen. 
Perteot freedom is allowed, and boys and girls 
may take their country walka together in 
couples, It is intended that the achool shall bo 
like the homo of ono big family of brothers and 
sisters. 


RAMIE. FIBRE. 

DETAILS OF AN INVENTION AUBMITT#D. 

I hare beon eo fortunate as to discover a 
method of preparing: ramie fibro. By it, tho 
eteme, after they are cut in tho fields, oro at 
once pissed throuch mills where they are 
orusbed just like suger o‘n9. 

Thus explains Mr. F. A. &. Klering von 
Boerenbugk, of Madiun, Contral Java, in a 
letter, which, according to a message he 
eddressul to the. Hditor of this paper, he has 
forwarded to His Excollonoy tho Governor of 


this Colony. Mr. Beoronbugk’ gues on to aay 
that tho invention shonld gladden the hear{s of 
oumbers of planters io Java, especially tho 
coffos-growers. who have been cb'iged of late to 
abandon their estates, or to plant other 
products just as bappened in Coylon, He had 
hoped. also, that the Jara Government, 
which grows coffea on the monopoly systew, 
would iske an interest in his invention, aud, 
with this objvct, he wrote to the Director of the 
Agricultural Department at Buitenzorg—the 
Governor-G eueral’s residence—inviti: g him to 
hia estate to iuspact the process he had invented, 
Mr, Boorenbugk then explains that his letter 
was taken no notice of by many of the planters 
and that the Director of the Agricultural 
Deparimont expressed himeolf as qnite willing 
to inspect the invention, and even to send an 
expert to collect materials for ‘a trestiso on 
‘ yamie fibre extraction, but he refused to lay the 
letter before the Governor-General, or to ask 
the Gorernment to sanction his takis g official 
action on the fibre question. Mr, Beoronbugk 
expectat. he said, to be more’ fortunate with the 
Straits Government. 

Alr, Beerenbugk sent samples of tho fibre to 
the Governer, and requested Hia Exocllency 
to take the inveution into consideration, and 
to advise the King’s subjects in the Colony aod 
in’ India to grow ramie, and to get it ready for 
market by moans of the invention. Tho in- 
ventor tludéd to the reward of £5,0'0 formerly 
promisd by the Government of India to who- 
eévor inverted a practical ramie preparing pro- 
cess, and expressed the opinion that no such 
process: would ever be found out, so long Bs 
people sought to discover the secret by do- 
corticating the fibres instead of milling them. 

The inventor hit upon the new process by 
chance & few montha ago. It is carried out 
ensily 4 passing the fibres through mille. The 
gum is thus prossod ‘ont of tho stems 
immediately after they ara cut on the Helds. 
The inventor offers hia secret and his invention 
to tha Governor-General: of India ond to the 
Governor of the Strita Settlements, Any 

jreward will do for bim. “Ha expressed 
willingness to come to the Straits or to Indis 
with his mill and apparatus. to show their 
working, ond give all necessary explanation. 

Fowliing this the inyontor goes into-details, 
couceming bis mill and points out that he is 
confident that,.. by his method, growers 
can turn out fibre worth £40 to £100 
a ton.—Straits T mes,

LORD KITCHENER'A ADVICE TO THE 
SOLDIER. 

Tho Av y ‘Femperance Assoviation hold its 
apnusl me biog at Simla, on Joly 5 
Kitchener spoke at some length. 

Ilo thanked the Viceroy, in the nam» of ‘the 
Army for presiding ; for one of (he main factors 
i the cfilsiency of the Arwy was that ranks 
shoald be filled with sobar, temperate men. and 
ia thig the Army Tompyrate Association was 
doing direct good. His Excelléticy went on to 
refay to the temptations of a s.ldier's life, and 
to the duty which lies upon all to holp him to 
rosist them by making hia lifo in Indian as 
olee-fal na possible, Lord Kitchener approved 
of the sys em that is being pur-ued ol eying 
the direction of tie Army Temperance 
Association’s cooms into the bands of roldiurs’ 
committees, a.d spoke with appreciatio: of the 
anppirt which regimental officera were 
affurdiug to the movement, Sur. Power 
Palmer bad mentioned at a provious mooting 
of the Association that the annyal consumption 
of beer por non-sbstaining British soldier was 
two quarts per day, aud he was glad to be 
able to say that now that average bad been 
redaced to something more like.twu pints, 

In 1901 the total number of court-mariialé.in 
India consequent upon intemperance had been 
545, whereas Jast year it was 217, Hoe recognised 
the need of additional accommodation in bar- 
racks for Army Temperance Institutes and dvs 
oribed tho measures that were being taken to 
moot this, He aleo spoke of the absolute neces- 
sity of temperance as. qualification of the good 
soldiar, aud referred to the practico! advanta, 
at which the soldier. who ia a member of the 
Tamper: noo Association finds himself in obtain. 
ing civil employment, after leaving the colodrs, 
over him whe caunut show a similar record of 
sobriety, Z 

The Revd Me. Boataon, the Svoraiary of 
the Agsociation, guvo a summary of the report, 
which is a most’ eucoursging ove. Roughly, 
one-third of the British Army in India now 
belongs to, the Association and thore are a 
thonsand more members this year than Inst. 
He pointed ont that a sotdier who drinks docs 
go more on account of faults in his aurround- 
ings thon from fault in bimeelf, and urged 
the need of providing yet further arrangements 
to prevent mon from taking to triok from 
sheer lack of anything elas to do, He olsimed 
the universal testimony of employers to the: 
effect that the old soldier who is sober’ is 
proving to be tho best man in tho labour 
market, and was sble to show most encouraging: 
results in the matter of obtsining employment 
for ex-soldiera who: possessed certificates from 
the Association, . -
